It was pointed out in the last arti­ 
cle that tin cans, bottles, pails, etc., 
make good mosquito hatching places 
and 
should 
not, 
therefore, be left 
standing to collect water. 
Very lit­ 
tle difficulty will be had in eliminat­ 
ing these small breeding places, but 
the real problem presents itself 
in 
connection with the 
large 
natural 
and 
man-made 
water 
courses. 
Swamps, bayous and ditches are 
the 
greatest problems in this area 
for 
they afford excellent opportunity for 
mosquito propagation. It is true that 
mosquitoes do not breed in running 
water, but their larvae will always be 
found in depressions, wagon 
tracks, 
and animal hoof prints in the banks 
of such courses. 
It is unlikely that 
these places will dry up, and for that 
reason one can be certain that 
the 
mosquito has no trouble 
in finding 
water in which to deposit her eggs. 
The reader is no doubt informed 
that marshes and 
ditches 
may be 
made unsuitable for breeding 
pur­ 
poses by spraying oil on them. 
The 
oil forms a layer on the surface 
of 
the water through which the mosqui­ 
to larvae cannot pass in their attempt 
to get air. 
Hence, they die of suffo­ 
cation. 
Oiling, as a means 
of 
mosquito 
eradication, has proved successful and 
is used quite extensively at present. 
The proper oil to be used in this work 
is one that is not too heavy nor 
too 
thin, and is best prepared by mixing 
kerosene and crude oil in the ratio of 


1 to 3. 
A control program of 
this 
type ■ 
should be placed in the hands of de­ 
pendable men. 
The application 
of 
oil is quite difficult and often impro­ 
perly done. 
Men engaged in oiling 
are sometimes careless, and if unin­ 
formed as to mosquito habits, will 
pass over small pools and oil 
only 
those which they 
think 
are 
large 
enough to require it. Oiling perform­ 
ed in this manner is of no avail and 
is only a wasteful expenditure 
of 
money. 
Only such 
men 
who 
are 
competent and reliable should be em­ 
ployed for the purpose of carrying on 
this work. 
If feasible, it is always 
best 
to 
drain small bodies of water. 
How­ 
ever, if that cannot be done, oil should 
be applied to the 
surface 
thereeof. 
The oiling should be done immediate­ 
ly after each rain and at other inter- J 
vals as often as necessary. 
Paris Green is also used in eradi-; 
eating the malaria mosquito and has 
as its special 
field 
of 
application 
large bodies of water. This work 
is 
usually carried out by dusting eith­ 
er from an airplane or a motor boat. 
Paris Green is difficult to apply and 
its handling can be entrusted only to 
those who are thoroughly acquainted 
with the manner of application.

continued unlawful. 
Owing to the seriousness of the wa­

situation 
throughout

country, Missouri’s game wardens ex­ 
pect to be especially vigilant in their 
enforcement 
of

laws pertaining to ducks. 
The hunt­ 
er who exceeds the bag limit, shoots 
from a motor 
boat, 
shoots 
earlier 
than one-half hour before sunrise or 
after sundown, or who does not have 
the necessary hunting license likely 
will be meted out the severest 
sen­ 
tences in years by 
county 
officials 
who have been advised of the serious­ 
ness of the offenses. 
The daily bag limit on ducks is fif­ 
teen, while four geese may be taken 
each day during the season. 
With 
ducks are included coot or “mudhen”. 
No more than twenty-five ducks may 
be had in possession at one time. 
Hunters are warned against shoot­ 
ing grebes or “hell 
divers”*, herons, 
pelicans, gulls or 
other 
migrating 
birds, as these all are protected 
at 
all times by State and Federal laws. 
Full duck hunting regulations are 
contained in ‘Game Laws of Missouri 
for 1931-32” which may be procured 
free from county clerks or from the 
Game Department’s offices in Jeffer­ 
son City.

The little red schoolhouse, as dear 
to the hearts of political orators 
as 
motherhood and the flag, are disap­ 
pearing at the rate of 4200 a 
year 
through 
the 
consolidation 
process. 
Nevertheless, 153,000 of them 
still 
exist and more than half of the na­ 
tion’s rural pupils are still being edu­ 
cated in these one-room, one-teacher 
institutions. 
What sort of 
training 
do 
they 
give? The answer is found in the fol­ 
lowing analysis by the Federal 
bu­ 
reau of education: 
“If all the teachers of one teacher J 
schools stood side by side, their ranks 
would extend in an unbroken line 87.1 
miles. 
Assuming this army of teach­ 
ers were arranged in such a way that 
the one having 
received 
the 
least 
amount of training stood at one end 
and the one having received the larg­ 
est amount of training at the 
other, 
a person 
reviewing 
this 
company 
would find it necessary to walk a dis­ 
tance of 8 ^ miles before coming to a 
teacher with a training equivalent to 
two years of high school. 
“One would have to walk half the 
entire distance before approaching a 
teacher with training equal to 
high 


school graduation, and would have to 
continue his walk for a total distance 
of 67 3-5 miles before reaching the 
first teacher with the equivalent 
of 
two years of normal school education.

United 
States government

best and wisest of human institutions 
created for the welfare and happiness 
of man. Not only that, but there has 
been a certain reverence attached to 
it in the public mind. We are accus­

or interest in crime.

cedent was set we could hardly con­ 
ceive of the government prosecuting 
a botlegger for the failure to pay ar.

of A1 Capone. 


Capone himself deserves no special 
consideration. 
He is a notorious law 
breaker and gangster, who has de­ 
fied the laws of God and man. 
The 
prohibition laws especially have come 
under the ban of this famous culprit. 
His pernicious activities 
have long 
been given Capone’s business by 
the 
newspapers. 
He has been cited be­ 
fore many courts and once was con­ 
fined for a year in jail on a pistol car­ 
rying charge. 
Whether the govern­ 
ment or the State of Illinois 
really 
wanted to stop the career of Capone 
is a question. 
Had this 
been their 
purpose there does not appear 
any 
reason why it should not have 
been 
accomplished. 
As the record stands, 
Capone was given almost free 
rein. 
He was known to be the head of 
a 
daring ring of criminals, whose 
in­ 
fluence spread far and wide. 
But it 
seems that all this was considered

come tax. 
Now the celebrated gangster 
has 
been indicted and is on trial not for 
the crise s out of which 
his 
profits 
arose,-b«t-because he failed to turn 
over a part of those profits to Uncle 


Sam, whose sense of wrong only be­ 
came acute when there was no 
di­ 
vision of the spoils. 
The position of the government is 
that while it did not or could not stop 
Capone from making money by vio­ 
lating its laws, it can and will punish 
him for not turning over its share to 
the public treasury. 
A policeman or any other officer of 
the law who allows a known criminal 
to ply his trade and accepts money to 
protect him is called a grafter, and 
is considered no better or even 
as 
good the criminal himself. 
What shall we say and think of a 
great government who 
knows 
the 
facts, does nothing about them, 
and 
only becomes indignant 
when 
the 
criminal does not disgorge a part of 
his loot in the form of 
an 
income 
tax? 
Not a grafter. 
That would be the 
wrong word to use. 
Uncle Sam 
is 
not that, 
only 
a big 
incompetent, 
blundering along and making himself 
ridiculous. 
He may 
send A1 
Capone to the 
penitentiary because the feudal beer 


baron did not pay his tithes to 
the 
crown, but he should be ashamed for 
the part he is now playing in 
the 
dirty mess. 
The government should be able to 
stop profits at their source when 
it 
knows both the crime and the crim­ 
inal. 
To put A1 Capone in the peniten­ 
tiary before his income reached 
the 
proportions the government 
claims, 
would have been the proper and dig­ 
nified course to pursue. 
After failing or refusing to do this, 
the government should not profit by 
Capone’s lawless gains. To do so 
is 


a confession of weakness—a proceed- 
ure that is both undignified and dan­ 
gerously near making it a conscious 
participator in the crime itself. 
Prohibition has brought on 
many 
curious and unheard 
of 
situations. 
Not the least of these is the picture of 
our great government prosecuting an 
offender against its own laws for the 
failure to pay an income tax on pro­ 
fits derived from crime.

The spectacle now being presented 
in the Federal court building at Chi­ 
cago is not very inspiring. Indeed, it 
seems rather sordid. 
The 
United 
States government 
is

thing of its kind in the world, and we 
have been taught to consider it 
the 
best and wisest of human institutions 
created for the welfare and happiness 
of man. Not only that, but there has 
been a certain reverence attached to 
it in the public mind. We are accua 
tomed to regard it as dignified 
and 
disinterested, having no partnership 
or interest in crime. 
Until the 
pre­ 
cedent was set we could hardly con 
ceive of the government prosecuting 
a botlegger for the failure to pay an 
income tax on the profits of his out­ 
landish business. Yet this is what it 
has done on more than one occasion, 
and what it is now doing in the case 
of A1 Capone. 


Capone himself deserves no special 
consideration. 
He is a notorious law 
breaker and gangster, who has de­ 
fied the laws of God and man.

prohibition laws especially have come 
under the ban of this famous culprit. 
His pernicious activities 
have long 
been given Capone’s business by 
the 
newspapers. 
He has been cited be­ 
fore many courts and once was con­ 
fined for a year in jail on a pistol car­ 
rying charge.

wanted to stop the career of Capone 
is a question. 
Had this 
been their

13.—The 
new 
gasoline which Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana will herald in large news­ 
paper ads beginning tomorrow in 
thirteen north central States will in­ 
troduce motorists to the idea of a gas­ 
oline changing with the seasons. 
Characteristics of the gasoline, of­ 
ficials of the company revealed, will 
not be fixed permanently but will be 
varied on a prearranged schedule to 
fit the season and the locality. 
In winter the gasoline will be so 
manufactured as to contain

percentage of volatile elements to aid 
quick starting and acceleration 
and 
in summer these elements will be kept 
to the practicable minimum in order 
to prevent “vapor lock”, which often 
interrupts the smooth flow of gasoline 
to engines on hot days. The summer 
gasoline will also have a still higher 
nr.ti-knoclc specification, as that fea­ 
ture is more im portant in hot weath­ 
er. 
Engineers have long recognized the 
desirability of varying gasoline 
in 
this fashion, but difficulties of chang­ 


ing stocks at cantors of dtatfflmttoa 
have discouraged adoption, of 
the 
idea. Standard of Indiana has now 
worked out a system of seasonal dis­ 
tribution and has perfected it even to 
the extent that points to the north 
will have their fall and winter gaso­ 
line earlier than points to the south 
because of the earlier arrival of cool 
or winter weather. 
In addition to containing a great­ 
er proportion of the volatile elements 
that make for easier

BREAKS HUNTERS’ ALIBI 


The alibi of the hunter 
who said 
that the ducks he missed 
went by 
him 180 miles an hour has been ‘shot 
to pieces’ with statistics on speed of! 
birds compiled by a worker in the Bu­ 
reau of Biological Survey in the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
Earlier estimates on the speed 
of 
ducks credited these birds with phe­ 
nomenal speeds, but automobiles and 
airplanes have made 
more accurate 
timing of their flying possible. 
The 
mo^t accurate checks thus far made 
show that ducks and geese do not or­ 
dinarily go more than 40 
miles 
an 
hour, although they are capable 
of 
increasing their speed if frightened. 
They cannot, however, maintain

California, which (lew at a speed

outside root cellar of course is 
the 
most ideal storage place for 
those 
crops which require a cool foist con­ 
ditions, the basement of the 
home 
also does 
exceptionally 
well, where 
neither of these are available outside 
pits can be used with a fair amount 
of satisfaction. 
It is most necessary 
that the pit be located 
in 
a 
well 
drained place. The pit is dug 6 or 8 
inches and lined with straw, the veg­ 
etables piled in a conical pile 2 or 3 
feet high, covered with 6 inches 
of 
straw and then 6 inches of dirt leav­ 
ing straw sticking out the top 
for

all winter as freezing does not harm 
them.

ter, it is urged that whenever storage 
is done that it be done carefuly to re­ 
duce losses to a minimum.

roots in the spring. 
Winter Mulching 
Remember that the purpose of the 
winter mulch is not to prevent freez­ 
ing. but is to protect the plants by 
insulating the soil about the 
roots 
against alternate thawing and freez­ 
ing and sudden or marked variations 
in temperature. 
A t the close of the 
growing season the sap has gone to 
the roots and freezing does not 
ap­ 
pear to damage roots when embed­ 
ded in the soil. 
The time to mulch, 
then, is after the ground is frozen so 
that the mulch will accomplish 
its 
purpose by holding the frost in 
the 
ground. 
Different mulches and methods are 
required for different plants. The fol­ 
lowing suggestions will be found safe 
to follow. 
PERENNIALS especially if newly 
planted, require a mulch of light, loose 
material, such a> hay, straw or leav­ 
es, named in the order of their prefer­ 
ence. Do not use any material that 
will mat or pack down and do not u*«r 
manure on perennials, 
although 
it 
may be used between the rows. Care 
must be taken not to 
smother 
the 
plants. 
BULBS—May be mulched 
with 
leaves, manure or litter. If they were 
planted early, mulch after the ground 
is frozen. Bulbs planted late should 
be mulched right after planting 
to 
keep the ground warm as long as pos­ 
sible and help root growth.

Despite recommendations from his 
treasury advisors in favor of tax re­ 
vision, President Hoover thus far has 
refused to commit himself either for 
or against boosting the revenues thru 
a change in taxes.

Thus far neither Senator 
Reed Smoot, Republican, Utah, chair­ 
man of the Senate finance committee 
nor Senator James E. Watson, Repub­ 
lican, Indiana, majority leader, have 
come out for a tax increase, both ex­ 
pressing the opinion it should be un­ 
necessary. 
Chairman Will R. Wood, Republi­ 
can, Indiana, of the House appropria 
tions committee, favors drastic cut* 
in federal expenditures 
rather than 
an increase in taxes. Suggestions for 
cuts in federal salaries 
have

made. 
One of the basic 
factors in 
the 
position of the treasury is the public 
debt. 
In its present proportions this 
debt is largely the work of the World 
War. In 1916, before we entered the 
war, the government owed its credi- 


mounted suddenly to 25 billion, 400 
million—an increase, in three years, 
of more than 2000 per cent. 
Simultaneously and also as a by­ 
product of the war, the federal sys­ 
tem of taxation was revised and rap­ 
idly expanded in order to raise funds 
in addition to those provided by this 
heavy borrowing.

remember, the number and

war-time taxes reached their peak in 
the revenue act of 1918. 
Under this act, taxes were levied 
on railway tickets, on telephone calls 
and

luxuries.

creased by 50 per cent. Income tax­ 
es were so graduated a to catch at

mal tax on incomes in excess of $1,- 
000,000. 


In the 11 years which elapsed be­ 
tween the end of the war and 
the 
beginning of the present depression of 
business, the efforts of the treasury

were devoted primarily to a scaling 
down of war taxation and to reduction 
of the public 
debt.

to 
period of continuing prosperity, mar­ 
red only by the first post-war depres 
*ior. of 1920-21 and two minor recess 
ions in 1924 and 1927, the treasury 
was able to achieve a large measure 
of success in both of these objectives. 
Taxes have been reduced four times 
by Congress since the war—in 1921, 
in 1924, in 1926, and in 1928. The low­ 
er level of personal exemptions has 
been raised so substantially that more 
than 2,000,000 people have been re­ 
lieved of the payment of individual in­ 


come taxes. Some reduction has been 
made in the tax on tobacco and on 
documentary stamps. 
Luxury taxes 
have been virtually eliminated. Taxes 
on transportation, on telephone calls 
and telegrams, on insurance and on 
excess corporation profits have been 
removed entirely. 
Meantime a succession of good bus­ 
iness years following the depression 
of 1920-21 kept the income of the gov­ 
ernment on an even level, since ex­ 
panding trade and industry took up 
whatever slack was occasioned by 
successive tax reductions. 
From 1922 to 1930, the treasury’s 
receipts held close to four billion dol­ 
lars annually, never varying from 
this round sum by as much as 6 per 
cent in any single year. 
Owing to this steady yield, to a pol­ 
icy of retiring outstanding obligations 
and to a surplus which averaged ap­ 
proximately 300 million dollars 
an­ 
nually, the treasury was able to re­ 
duce the 
public debt substantially 
from year to year. It was on June, 
30, 1919, that the debt reached its 
peak of 25 billion 400 million. By 
June 30, 1925, it had been reduced to 
20 billion 500 million, and by June 30, 
1930, it had been reduced still furth­ 
er to 16 billion 185 million—a total 
reduction in 11 years of 36 per cent. 
During that period the debt 
was 
reduced by an excess of three and a 
half billion dollars more than requir­ 
ed by law.

Approximately $4,000,000 in loans 


was due September 30, but on October 
2 only $147,000 had been returned to

from 
farm ers in North Dakota, South Da­ 
kota, Minnesota and Montana. Many 
farmers whose loans are now due have 
been forced to seek additional funds 
to retain their stock.
